PLANS to cut the number of ma¬ 
jor hospitals in south-west London 
from five to four are only worka¬ 
ble if alternative care is provided 
as hospitals are already stretched 
“beyond their limits”, according to 
a think tank. 

Bed capacity at one of five south 
west London hospitals - Kingston, 
Croydon, St George’s and Epsom 
and St Helier - are outlined for cuts 
as part of the NHS’ sustainability 


and transformation plans (STPs). 

According to a report by think 
tank The King’s Fund, the NHS 
may in fact need 17,000 more hos¬ 
pital beds to meet the demands in 
care. It claims NHS trusts and lo¬ 
cal authorities will need to ensure 
“coherent plans to provide alterna¬ 
tives for patients” will need to be 
set up before cuts are made. 

The report said: “Acute hospitals 
are working at or beyond the limits 
of current capacity, and bed occu¬ 
pancy rates are well above the rec¬ 
ommended level of 85 per cent. 

“With delayed transfers of care 
also increasing - in part because of 


cuts in social care - many hospitals 
are having difficulty meeting the 
demands placed on them with the 
beds currently available. 

“All the more worrying therefore 
that a recent survey found that 
intermediate care and beds in the 
community have been cut in some 
areas, adding to the pressures on 
acute hospitals.” 

Acute services including A&E, 
maternity care and stroke services 
are in danger of being cut at one of 
the hospitals, with NHS England 
needing to make £22bn-worth of 
cuts by 2020. 

The STP led Kingston MP James 


Berry to start a campaign backing 
Kingston Hospital, claiming cut¬ 
ting services to the “geographical¬ 
ly important” facility “would make 
no sense”. 

Chris Ham, chief executive of 
The King’s Fund, said: “It is not 
credible for the Government to 
argue that it has backed the NHS’s 
own plan unless it is prepared to 
support changes to services out¬ 
lined in STPs. A huge effort is 
needed to make up lost ground by 
engaging with staff, patients and 
the public to explain the case for 
change and the benefits that will be 
delivered.”

Youngster suffers more than 30 attacks a day and device will help him around home 

Hoist hopes for boy with seizures

THE family of a 10-year-old boy 
who suffers more than 30 seizures 
a day are fundraising for a porta¬ 
ble hoist to help him around the 
home. 

Freddie Piper suffers from a 
complex childhood epilepsy con¬ 
dition which affects his mobility 
and causes numerous seizures. 

His Lennox-Gastaut Syndrome, 
combined with developmental de¬ 
lays and cardiac abnormalities, 
makes it difficult to get around 
the family home. 

Now, the family, who live in 
Worcester Park, are hoping to 
raise £2,315 for the hoist. 

Mum Nadia Piper said: “We got 
the hoist back in the summer, but 
only had the ceiling track hoist 
fitted in his bedroom and wet 
room at the beginning of January. 

“It makes life a lot easier for his 
carers, who come and help after 
school and overnight. 

“We live in an adapted house 
so Freddie doesn’t have to go up¬ 
stairs, but we need to have the 
hoist because he’s over a certain 
weight and it’s hard to lift him. 

“From a legal point of view, we 
have to have one. 

“The mobile hoist can be used 
in the rest of house but also if we 


go away. 

“We can’t go on holiday at the 
moment and we wouldn’t dream 
of going abroad - we need that 
support.” 

Disabled children charity New- 
life lent the family the portable 
hoist last summer, but the loan 
period is coming to an end. 

Having equipment of their own 
would help the family move Fred¬ 
die if he has a seizure in the liv¬ 


ing room, support transfers from 
one piece of seating to another 
and enable him to enjoy activities 
playing with sister Edith, four, in 
the garden during the summer. 

Nadia added: “Through its 
emergency equipment loan ser¬ 
vice, Newlife offered us a portable 
hoist - and it has been invaluable. 

“A portable hoist will give him 
greater freedom of movement and 
allow him to have more dignity as 


he grows up.” 

Freddie was recently diagnosed 
with PURA syndrome, a new 
condition discovered by the Well¬ 
come Trust Sanger Institute’s 
Deciphering Developmental Dis¬ 
orders study. 

The rare genetic condition 
affects brain development, and 
symptoms include seizures or 
epilepsy, movement disorder and 
non-epileptic movements, and low 
muscle tone throughout child¬ 
hood. 

It has left Freddie unable to 
speak or sign, but technology 
such as iPads - which his school 
are exploring investing in - 
make communication easier for 
him. 

Newlife is the UK’s leading 
charity provider of specialist 
equipment for children with disa¬ 
bilities and terminal illness. 

It is currently receiving more 
equipment grant applications for 
help than at any time in its 25- 
year history. 

Nadia said: “Newlife have pro¬ 
vided us with absolutely inval¬ 
uable equipment by loaning the 
mobile hoist. We have had to wait 
a considerable amount of time for 
the ceiling hoists to be fitted and 
wouldn’t have managed without 
the mobile hoist. 

“Having a severely disabled 
child with complex medical needs 
is all consuming.

Prison for conning OAP 


THREE conmen who swin¬ 
dled an elderly Tadworth 
woman out of hundreds of 
thousands of pounds for roof¬ 
ing work have been jailed for 
a total of more than 14 years. 

Henry John Chambers, 
37, of Bradshaw Close, Wim¬ 
bledon, David Stacey, 46, of 
Lathams Way, Waddon, and 
John Ridgley, 43, of Revere 
Way, Ewell, had all admitted 
the scam at Guildford Crown 
Court on February 7. 

The trio were sentenced at 
the same court on Monday, 
February 20. Chambers re¬ 
ceived seven years and three 
months in prison, Ridgley 
was jailed for three years and 
three months, while Stacey 
was sentenced to four years 
and six months behind bars. 

All three men repeatedly 
targeted the same elderly 
victim by turning up at her 
house and convincing her 
she needed work done to her 
roof. In total, they swindled 
her out of almost £300,000. 

It is possible there were 
other, as-yet-unknown vic¬ 
tims, a Surrey Police spokes¬ 
woman said. 

The three men were also 
given ten-year Criminal Be¬ 


haviour Orders (CBOs) - set 
to expire on February 20, 
2027. 

Investigating officer De¬ 
tective Constable Michael 
Queally said the CBOs would 
prevent the three men from 
targeting other vulnerable, 
elderly victims when they 
were released from prison, 
as they could be arrested and 
possibly jailed for breaching 
conditions of the order. 

He said: “What these men 
did was utterly reprehensi¬ 
ble and the sentences they 
have been given today reflect 
the severity of their offend¬ 
ing. 

“The sentences they re¬ 
ceived in court today sends 
out a clear message that 
these offences cannot and 
will not be tolerated. 

“I would like to commend 
the tenacity and bravery 
of the victim for giving ev¬ 
idence in this case and I 
would urge that anyone else 
who believes they may have 
been the victim of a simi¬ 
lar offence to come forward 
straightaway - rest assured 
that we will always carry out 
a full and thorough investiga¬ 
tion into all allegations.” 


Attempted suicide at hospital 


A MENTAL health patient was able 
to enter a restricted area of a hospital 
and attempt to take his life by hanging 
himself from a tree. 

The suicide attempt came three days 
after a representative from the trust 
pleaded guilty to a serious health and 
safety charge after a 20-year-old patient 
died falling from a chimney at the 
hospital. 

The man, who the newspaper is 
not naming, was found hanging in 
the courtyard of Epsom Hospital on 
Monday, January 30, according to a 
source close to the Epsom Guardian. 

A Surrey and Borders Partnership 
NHS Foundation Trust spokeswoman 
confirmed he survived the attempt and 
is now in a stable condition in hospital. 

The trust provides specialist mental 
health and learning disability services 
for people in Surrey 

The suicide attempt happened three 
days after a representative from the 
trust pleaded guilty to a serious health 
and safety charge after a 20-year-old 
patient died falling from a chimney at 
the hospital. 

At Adam Withers’ inquest in January 


2016, a jury concluded his death was 
“caused or more than minimally 
contributed to by” multiple failures of 
SABP 

Mr Withers’ death in May 2014 
prompted the Trust to adopt a number 
of security measures - including 
restricting patients’ access to the 
courtyard. 

In the most recent case, the man had 
been admitted to the Langley Wing 
mental health unit after attempting 
to kill himself, the Epsom Guardian 
understands. He tried to take his life 
again while at the hospital. 

A spokeswoman for the trust stated 
initial reports indicate staff performed 
CPR on the man while colleagues called 
for an ambulance. 

Jo Young, director of quality 
and nursing at Surrey and Borders 
Partnership NHS Foundation Trust, 
said: “I can confirm that on January 
30 a patient was injured during a 
suspected suicide attempt in the 
courtyard garden of our mental health 
unit at Epsom Hospital. Thankfully 
the person involved is now in a stable 
condition in hospital.

Investment plans 

A CINEMA, branches of Subway and 
Nandos and 13 flats in a city more than 
100 miles away from Surrey are all part 
of the county council’s long-term invest¬ 
ment strategy to offset the effects of Tory 
austerity. 

The county council bought the prop¬ 
erties in Worcester city centre for £11.8 
million as part of a long-term investment 
strategy to boost spending on adult social 
care and children’s services, a spokesman 
stated. 

In November, the council announced 
it was forced to dip into its reserves after 
blowing its budget by £15 million. It had 
overspent by £20.9 million on adult social 
care and by £5.1 million on children’s 
services, the council cabinet was told on 
November 22. 

The spokesman added the council 
hoped the investment would offset having 
central government cut £170 million in 
funding since 2010. 

But the leader of the opposition La¬ 
bour party believes such investments 
would be better made inside the county, 
while his counterpart in Worcestershire 
told Worcester News in November he was 
“disgusted” with the deal. 

Robert Evans, Surrey Labour Coun¬ 
cillor said: “This seems a most extraor¬ 
dinary way to spend our residents’ hard 
earned money.” 

A Surrey County Council spokesman 
said: “Our grant from central govern¬ 
ment was reduced by nearly half last 
year despite demand for crucial services 
in Surrey continuing to rise. 

“That is why we have had to devise an 
investment strategy to ensure we have 
money for key services such as adult so¬ 
cial care, children’s services and road 
maintenance in years to come. 

“This new income will help us contin¬ 
ue to provide the vital service Surrey res¬ 
idents need, helping us secure the coun¬ 
ty’s future.”

A STRICKEN horse was saved 
by firefighters after it was tem¬ 
porarily unable to walk. 

Firefighters had to use a hoist 
to pick up the three-year-old as 
it could no longer stand due to 
swollen lymph glands in its legs. 

Still in the hoist, it was then 
helped to walk around the pad- 
dock so the lymph glands could 
drain and the swelling could 
subside. 

Crews from Banstead and 
Esher fire stations, along with 
a specialist animal rescue unit 
from Painshill, spent about 
three hours helping the horse 
at Courtlands Livery Stables in 
Banstead on Sunday, February 
19. 

Eight firefighters carried the 
adolescent - which firefighters 
believe had only been at the sta¬ 
bles for three days after being 
flown over from Holland - into 
strops, from which it was then 
picked up by a crane. Elevating 
the horse with its legs dangling 
down allowed the swollen lymph 


glands to drain, a firefighter 
from Banstead explained. 

“The horse is mobile and 
walking now, so it was a success¬ 


ful day,” the spokesman added.

Emergency services urge 
caution after four crashes

Break-in via 
patio glass 

BURGLARS smashed a rear 
patio window of a house in 
a failed break-in attempt, be¬ 
fore leaving empty-handed. 

Surrey Police officers were 
called to a house in Kingston 
Road, Ewell after the home¬ 
owner’s sensor CCTV alerted 
them to people in the garden 
at about 3pm on February 15. 

Officers checked the prop¬ 
erty and discovered that 
the rear patio window had 
been smashed and the house 
searched. The burglars left 
empty-handed, police believe. 

Surrey Police believe a sil¬ 
ver Vauxhall Astra may have 
been linked to the crime. 

The first suspect is s a 
white man, in his late teens 
to early 20s, of medium build, 
about six foot tall, with dark 
hair and sideburns. He was 
wearing a black jacket, blue 
jeans and blue trainers with 
white soles. 

The second suspect is a 
white man in his late teens, 
of slim-ish build, about five 
foot nine inches or five foot 
ten inches, He was wearing a 
black jacket with a grey area 
on the front left-side quarter 
and left arm, and black trou¬ 
sers and brown shoes. 

The third is a white man 
in his late teens to early 20s. 
He was wearing black trou¬ 
sers and black trainers with 
a white sole, and had a black 
scarf or snood covering his 
face. 
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FIREFIGHTERS have urged 
drivers to take care on the 
roads and avoid distractions 
after four crashes on roads 
around north Surrey kept 
emergency services busy last 
night. 

Two of the accidents took 
place just three minutes and 
about 200 yards apart. 

A 45-year-old woman was 
taken to hospital with head 
and neck injuries, and a 
30-year-old man was left with 
a suspected broken leg, ac¬ 
cording to firefighters, after 
a crash in Winkworth Road, 
Banstead, near the A217 
Brighton Road. 

The man had shunted the 
woman “with quite some 
force” into the central reser¬ 
vation of the A217 at 7.06pm, 
and both cars - a saloon and a 
4x4, respectively - were prob¬ 
ably written off, the spokes¬ 
man from Banstead fire sta¬ 
tion added. 

Three minutes later, three 


cars crashed at 7.09pm near 
the junction of the A217 with 
Fir Tree Road. Firefighters 
from Epsom fire station - 
called because the Banstead 
crew were busy with the first 
crash - treated a woman for 
neck and back injuries at 
the side of the road, but she 
did not require further treat¬ 
ment. 

“It is one of those things, 
unfortunately, that when you 
get accidents in close prox¬ 
imity there can be a lot of 
people concentrating on the 


accident,” a spokesman from 
Epsom fire station. 

“But that split second can 
make all the difference. 

“At least no one was badly 
injured.” 

But the night was not yet 
over for the crews from Ban¬ 
stead and Epsom. 

A car seemingly clipped 
a post and overturned in 
Thorndon Gardens, Ewell, 
just off the A240 Ewell by¬ 
pass, at about 11.15pm. 

There was a bit of dam¬ 
age to the “road furniture”, 


a firefighter said, but there 
were no injuries. 

A 34-year-old man suffered 
head injuries and was taken 
to hospital after crashing 
into a tree at about 11.43 in 
“little country lane” Couls- 
don Lane, Chipstead. 

Firefighters initially at¬ 
tended to the man before an 
ambulance crew from the 
South East Coast Ambulance 
Service (SECAmb) took the 
man to hospital. 

“It was a big tree and trees 
don’t move,” a spokesman 
from Banstead fire station 
said. 

SECAmb and Surrey Fire 
and Rescue Service piloted 
a co-responding initiative 
between firefighters and par¬ 
amedics in September 2015. 
The scheme - in which fire¬ 
fighters are trained in giv¬ 
ing first aid - has since been 
rolled out across the county. 

The Banstead fire spokes¬ 
man added: “We have only 
been doing it for about a year, 
but it does come in handy” 

The South East Coast Am¬ 
bulance Service has been 
contacted for more informa¬ 
tion.

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THREE Surrey Police officers 
have been served with miscon¬ 
duct notices as part of an in¬ 
vestigation into the force’s han¬ 
dling of a suspect who raped and 
stabbed a teenage girl. 

The Independent Police Com¬ 
plaints Commission (IPCC) has 
issued two officers with gross 
misconduct notices and a third 
with a misconduct notice as 
part of its investigation into 
the force’s contact with Costica 
Voedes prior to the attack. 

Voedes, from Epsom High 


Street, was jailed for 22 years 
last month after attacking a ter¬ 
rified teenager in June last year. 

The 32-year-old had been ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of raping 
another woman and released on 
bail prior to the shocking attack 
in Pizza Hut in Waterloo Road, 
Epsom, and nearby Court Recre¬ 
ation Ground. The investigation 
by the IPCC - the body which 
oversees the police complaints 
system in England and Wales 
and which sets the standards 
for how the police handles com¬ 


plaints - remains ongoing. 

A spokesman said: “As part of 
our investigation, two Surrey 
Police officers have been served 
with gross misconduct notic¬ 
es and one with a misconduct 
notice. The serving of these 
notices does not imply guilt but 
notifies the officers that their 
actions are under investigation 
and the level of severity” 

A Surrey Police spokeswoman 
stated: “Surrey Police continues 
to cooperate with the ongoing 
IPCC investigation.”

Councillors agreed that ‘not enough housing provided’ over the years 


Solving the housing 



To let and let by signs outside properties is on the increase 


BY committing to multi-mil¬ 
lion pound borrowing to 
fund buying commercial 
properties, the council risks 
mortgaging the futures of 
young people in the borough, 
an opposition councillor has 
warned. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council approved an in¬ 
crease of up to £60 million of 
its commercial property ac¬ 
quisition fund at a full coun¬ 
cil meeting this week. 

The council will seek to 
borrow the sum through pru¬ 
dential borrowing - the sys¬ 
tem by which local authori¬ 
ties can borrow money - and 
use the fund to buy proper¬ 
ties it can then lease out to 
tenants. 

Under current rules, there 
is no upper limit to how much 
debt or liabilities a local au¬ 
thority can incur from loans 
taken out in this way, and the 
board which provides the 
loans is to be replaced, but 
interest rates remain fixed 
for 50 years. 

Borrowing rates being 
fixed at two per cent by the 
government’s Public Works 
Loan Board - which is to be 
scrapped and replaced by the 
Treasury - and the council 
only investing in properties 
already leased out by long¬ 
term, solvent tenants, make 
it a sound strategy the chair¬ 
man of the council’s Strategy 
and Resources Board argued. 

Councillor Eber Kington 
added that it was necessary 
to find new ways of mak¬ 


ing money after the council 
missed out on a new homes 
bonus (NHB) of £700,000 for 
not fulfilling government 
housing requirements draft¬ 
ed in December. 

But Labour Councillor 
Vince Romagnuolo of Court 
ward fears economic and 
market instability might 
make commercial invest¬ 
ment a risky strategy. 

“This is for a council 
which has a budget of 10 per 
cent of that (£80 million),” 
Cllr Romagnuolo said. 

“This council will be bor¬ 
rowing £80m on the financial 
markets, being at the whim 
of currency flows, specula¬ 
tors and market traders. 

“These are the same people 
that crashed the economy in 
2007 - the same people who 
we will now be asking the 
residents of Epsom and Ew¬ 
ell to put their trust in and 
mortgage our children and 
grandchildren’s futures.” 

Councillor Kington re¬ 
sponded: “I think it’s highly 
unlikely that the government 
would stop offering this deal 
to local authorities, because 
it’s one of the few things that 
the council can do to get mon¬ 
ey without going directly to 
the government.” 

The council set up the fund 
in November 2016, with an in¬ 
itial £20 million investment, 
and purchased a £5.7 million 
property in East Street, Ep¬ 
som, which it is leasing out 
to Epsom and St Helier Uni¬ 
versity Hospitals NHS Trust. 
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FIXING the housing problem 
in Epsom and Ewell might 
require looking at “outside- 
the-box” housing schemes 
from outside the borough, a 
councillor has claimed. 

More than 2,031 people 
have been waiting for hous¬ 
ing in Epsom and Ewell for 
more than six months despite 
there being 56 long-term emp¬ 
ty properties in the borough, 
council figures show. 

The council houses any¬ 
one who presents themselves 
as homeless in “emergency 
accommodation”, and also 
has 37 households in nightly 
paid accommodation outside 
of the borough - which costs 
about £lmillion a year, a 
spokesman confirmed. 

Councillors have called for 
action to address the hous¬ 
ing imbalance in Epsom and 
Ewell, but also acknowledged 
that for many years “not 
enough housing has been 
provided”. 

At a meeting of the coun¬ 
cil’s Community and Wellbe¬ 
ing Committee last month, 
Residents’ Association leader 
Councillor Clive Woodbridge 
said “it would be useful to 
bring (the 56 empty prop¬ 


erties) back into use”. But 
finding permanent accom¬ 
modation for the thousands 
of people on the waiting list 
requires long-term solutions 
and the council should prior¬ 
itise saving on bed and break¬ 
fast accommodation outside 
the borough, increasing the 
number of homes in the bor¬ 
ough, and providing accom¬ 
modation for those who need 
them, an opposition council¬ 
lor has argued. 

Labour Councillor Kate 
Chinn told the Epsom Guard¬ 
ian being housed out of the 
borough, away from your 
support network has “an aw¬ 
ful effect on people”, and that 
simply bringing the emp¬ 
ty properties back into use 
would not address the scale 


of the problem. 

“Quite simply, there is not 
enough housing in the bor¬ 
ough that people can afford 
to move in to,” she said. 

“I think as councillors we 
have to look at what other 
people are doing outside the 
borough.” 

She said Epsom and Ewell 
Borough Council could learn 
from other councils about 
different ways to tackle the 
housing problem. 

Cllr Chinn cited South¬ 
ampton, as an example of one 
council she has been in touch 
with, which is exploring the 
possibility of partnerships 
which provide capital for 
council housing, and leasing 
a factory unit and building 
prefabricated housing inside.

A council spokesman said: 
“Given the scarcity of suita¬ 
ble housing within the bor¬ 
ough, we regard these prop¬ 
erties as a wasted housing 
resource. We have written to 
all owners of these proper¬ 
ties asking them to consider 
bringing their empty proper¬ 
ty back into use. 

“The reasons why owners 
keep their properties empty 
for long periods are varied 
but in addition to creating 
more homes, we are keen to 
prevent empty properties 
attracting anti-social be¬ 
haviour or environmental 
harm.”

Schools out for summer born 


FRUSTRATED parents are 
petitioning for their sum¬ 
mer-born children to be al¬ 
lowed to start school in recep¬ 
tion at the age of five, rather 
than being missing out on a 
year of education. 

All children are guaran¬ 
teed a free state-school place 
between the ages of five and 
16, nationwide. 

This right is guaranteed 
by the School Admissions 
Code, last amended in 2014, 
but campaigners from Sum¬ 
mer Born Children warn am¬ 
biguities in the amendment 
may lead to children starting 
school in Year One - missing 
out on a year of education. 

Children are not legally 
required to be in education 
until the beginning of the 
term after they turn five, and 
so are at risk of missing out, 
campaigners claim. 

The organisation respon¬ 
sible for school admissions 
- local authorities in the case 
of community and volun¬ 
tary controlled schools, the 
governing body in the case 
of foundation and voluntary 
aided schools, or the acade¬ 
my trust in the case of acade¬ 
mies and free schools - make 
a decision on a case-by-case 
decision and “in the child’s 
best interests”, a spokeswom¬ 
an from the Department for 
Education advised. 




But Summer Born Chil¬ 
dren believe children being 
fast-tracked to Year One is 
not in the spirit of the Code’s 
guidelines. 

A spokeswoman from the 
group stated: “Parents of 
four-year-old children who 
have not reached emotional, 
social or academic maturity 
and readiness for school are 
being forced to enrol their 
child a whole year earlier or 
have their child’s education 
entitlement reduced by one 
year with obligatory entrance 
into Year One. 

“This is not in the best in¬ 
terests of the child and the 
current ‘system’ needs to 
change.” 

Kim Jones, a mother from 
Thames Ditton in Elmbridge, 
is one of those petitioning the 
county council - the local au¬ 
thority responsible for school 
admissions - for clarity. 

She told the Epsom Guardi¬ 
an: “There is so much confus¬ 
ing feedback. We just want the 
schools, and Surrey (County 


Council), to be consistent.” 

A council spokesman 
said its stance on sum¬ 
mer-born children will re¬ 
main the same, but would 
wait on further amendments 
to the School Admissions 
code. 

The spokesman added: “We 
ask parents to submit details 
of their case and we then 
make a decision based on the 
circumstances, the views of 
the headteacher and most im¬ 
portantly what is in the best 
interests of the child.” 

A Department for Educa¬ 
tion spokesperson said: “We 
want all children to have 
an equal chance to excel in 
school but we are concerned 
that some parents feel pres¬ 
sured to send their child to 
school before they are ready, 
or risk them missing the re¬ 
ception year. We are carefully 
considering how best to ad¬ 
dress these issues.”

Council lax 

WITH the proposal of the 15% 
increase in Council Tax from 
Surrey County Council - seems 
a little unfair for people living 
in Surrey paying more once 
again. 

Not many salaries are in¬ 
creased by 15% for the average 
employee who works locally. 

Within Surrey we pay far 
more income tax due to higher 
salaries and people commut¬ 
ing into London, more stamp 
duty, fuel compared to our 
counterparts in other areas of 
England even Surrey. 

Fuel in Epsom is usually 
3-5p more expensive than Cob- 
ham or Farnham area! 

We seem to pay more council 
tax than other areas in Eng. 
Many old office blocks being 
converted into apartment, 
houses being built, this itself 
raises more council tax, so 
where does that go? 

Many systems in the local 
authority are automated. Yet 
Surrey seem to be poor com¬ 
pared to the London Boroughs. 

State pensions has increased 
by 2.5%. 

Do all pensioners need to re¬ 
ceive the £300 fuel allowances? 

Do they all need free TV 
license? 

Do they all receive free pre¬ 
scriptions too once over 60yrs 
old! With people living longer 
and working longer this age 
needs to be increased. 

I for one haven’t had a pay 
rise for 4yrs! We have a son 
at uni and as we both decide 
to work we have to bridge the 
difference so he can live while 
away from home, mortgages 
and cost of living are not taken 
into the equation. A standard 
student maintenance loan does 
not even pay for uni rent! Let 
along the usually living costs. 

A train ticket increases to 
adult at 16 years old, even if 
that student is still at school, 


college or uni and doesn’t earn. 

Our council tax is distributed 
out, Surrey Police are bare bones 
now, in the event of an emer¬ 
gency the police are too few, you 
can’t police with CCTV 

Leathered and Cobham Police 
stations have closed and sold 
off? Do those funds go to local 
government? 

Epsom Police station is closed 
assume that will be sold off for 
housing soon. 

There is far too long a wait at 
local hospitals. Schools overflow¬ 
ing. 

Caring for the elderly, maybe 
the cost of care homes needs to 
be looked at - how can they justi¬ 
fy £1000 per week for basic care? 
People who work in nursing/care 


homes, many are on minimal pay 
and it’s the owners who take all 
the profits with these care homes. 

The highways are in a poor 
state in the county, the traffic 
in Epsom and Ewell Village is 
shocking. We are in the 21st cen¬ 
tury and we have local council¬ 
lors and county councillors who 
seem to muddle along and not be 
pro active. 

The whole set up at local and 
national level needs a shake 
up.

I’M sure schools are doing all 
they can to keep kids safe on the 
internet. And, I daresay parents 
are also casting an eye over what 
their little darlings are up to online. 

But, whilst they might be pro¬ 
tected from the worst excesses 
and the darkest recesses of what 
they see as an ethereal world I 
think they’re blissfully unaware of 
the impact the internet and social 
media will have upon their lives. 

They’re young, without a care 
in the world, and want to be left 
alone to live their lives. 

It’s right they should be free to 
discover themselves, to experi¬ 
ment, to make mistakes and to 
push boundaries. It always been 
thus and generations of young 
people have been ‘finding them¬ 
selves’ in this way for centuries. 



However, the creation of the 
internet has changed this process 
forever. When I was growing up I 
experimented, pushed boundaries, 
made mistakes - but, and here’s 
the point, you will never be aware 
of the things I did. If my brush 
with the law is recorded then it’s 
hidden deep in the depths of a 
backwater newspaper’s archive 
and you’ll never find it. No, if you 
want to discover my past you’d 
have to buy me just the right 
amount of San Miguel and listen to 
me in the pub. 


The trouble isn’t that new gener¬ 
ations are making these mistakes, 
it’s the fact they’re recording them 
online where such indiscretions will 
remain for ever and, in many cases, 
come back to haunt them. 

In many ways this is unfair and 
no-one’s right of passage should 
constantly be held up to blight their 
future lives. 

But, sadly that’s the harsh reality 
and no matter how many times I 
visit schools and colleges and warn 
young people of the dangers they 
don’t really listen or understand. 

In some ways this is quite right - 
why should young people listen to 
daft old idiots who’ve already lived 
their lives and just want to wreck 
everyone’s fun? 

The trouble is that increasingly in 
my working life I come across more 


and more situations where people 
plead with me to remove things 
from my websites. 

Sometimes it’s whole stories, 
sometimes it’s just comments, 
but whatever the case they either 
regret their actions or the words 
they’ve written. And, it’s too late 
because, rightly or wrongly, these 
details will be out there to haunt 
them, sometimes for the rest of 
their lives.

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INGREDIENTS 
For the tart cases: 250g 
ready-made shortcrust pastry 
For the filling :1 tin cannellini 
beans (235g drained), 4 ripe 
round tomatoes, 8 quarters 
of preserved small, artichokes 
from a delicatessen, 1 medium 
banana shallot, 1 red chilli, Dried 
Oregano, 4 black olives, Lemon, 
4 x 8cm - 10cm mini tart tins 
For the pesto: 25g fresh 
basil,1 tbs pinenuts, 1 tbs finely 
grated parmesan, 2 large cloves 
of garlic, Light olive oil or vegeta¬ 
ble oil, Light olive oil or mild and 
fruity virgin olive oil, lemon. 

To serve: Chopped chives, 
rocket or other leaves, aged 
balsamic vinegar (optional). 
METHOD 

Roast the vegetables. 

Wash the tomatoes and chilli 
and cut in half. Cut the shallot 
(unpeeled) in quarters. Put 
everything into a bowl and 
drizzle over a little olive oil, add

a sprinkling of oregano and a 
pinch of salt. Gently toss to coat 
and then place each item on a 
rack on a roasting tray cut side 
up. Put into an oven at 140C, 

Gas 1. Roast for 1 hour, then 
turn the oven to its lowest setting 
and roast for another 1 or 2 
hours depending on the heat of 
your oven. The tomatoes should 
be withered but still shapely - 
the shallot should have dried 
and burn outer skin, but be soft 
inside, the chilli should be dried 
and crispy. 

Make the pastry cases. 

Roll out the pastry to 2.5 mm 
thickness. Cut out circles and 
line the pastry cases. Push the 
pastry into the sides using spare 
balls of pastry. Trim the excess 
to about 3mm above the edges 
and mold with fingers to give an 
even edge. Prod the pasty bases 
with the tines of a fork. Place in 
the refrigerator to rest for half an 
hour. Preheat the oven to 180C, 


gas mark 4. 

Bake the pastry. Remove 
the cases from the fridge and 
bake blind lining the cases with 
scrunched-up baking parchment 
and filling with baking beans 
(or any dried pulse). Put in the 
oven and bake for 20 minutes. 
Remove from the oven and take 
away the paper and beans. 
Return to the oven and bake for 
a further 10 minutes or until the 
pasty is just beginning to turn 
golden and is cooked through. 
Remove from the oven and cool. 

Make the pesto. Peel the 
garlic cloves and bash gently 
with the side of a cooks knife to 
just barely 'crack' the cloves - 
not smash. Put the cloves in a 
saucepan and cover with light 
olive oil or vegetable oil. Heat 
on a very low heat to confit the 
garlic. Bubbles should gently 
rise come from the cloves. Keep 
and eye on the garlic to ensure 
it does not burn - they should 


take between 10 and 20 minutes 
depending on heat. Test with 
a knife when they are just soft 
remove from the oil, drain and 
cool. Reserve the oil for and use 
for frying another time. Put the 
pinenuts and garlic in a pestle 
and mortar. Add a good pinch 
of salt and grind until smooth. 
Wash, dry and chop the basil, 
then add to the garlic paste and 
continue to pound and grind 
until smooth. Add a little of the 
light or virgin olive oil (not the 
confit oil!) and continue grinding. 
Add the parmesan and continue 
grinding adding more oil until 
a smooth and pliable paste is 
achieved. Add a grinding of 
pepper and good squeeze of 
lemon and mix. Taste and adjust 
the seasoning. 

Make the filling. Drain 
the beans well reserving the 
liquid. Heat a non-stick pan on 
a medium high heat. Add the 
beans and stir to make an even 


layer in the pan. Let the beans 
cook without stirring until they 
form browned specs. Toss and 
stir until evenly speckled. Put into 
a bowl. Take the shallots and 
remove any burnt or dried skin 
or edges. Chop the remaining 
soft insides and add to the 
beans. Mash gently with a fork. 
Add the reserved bean liquid 
a little at a time until a smooth 
and thickened puree is achieved. 
Mix in a squeeze of lemon and 
season with salt and pepper and 
pepper. 

Assemble the dish. Divide 
the bean puree into the pastry 
cases. Add two roasted tomato 
halves and two quarters of 
artichokes to each tartlet. Add 
a spoonful of pesto and garnish 
with chives. Chop the roasted 
(dried) chilli and scatter over the 
tartlet. Drizzle with good olive 
oil and serve with side salad and 
drops of aged balsamic vinegar.

The Kia Rio supermini has been 
rejuvenated in fourth generation form. 
JONATHAN CROUCH takes a look... 



BACKGROUND: For buyers, the 
supermini category has never been 
more important. Why? Because 
modern examples of the breed are 
now for the first time large enough 
to function as complete family 
cars. Take, for example, the model 
we're looking at here, Kia's fourth 
generation Rio. It's as big as a turn of 
the century Astra or Focus from the 
Family Hatchback segment, the next 
pricier class up. More importantly, it's 
the first really top class supermini the 
Korean brand has ever bought us. 

It's a progression that anyone 
familiar with Kia will have been 
expecting. The first two generations 
of Rio were quite embarrassing but 
the MK3 model of 2011 was pretty 
class-competitive. 

When the wraps came off this 
fourth generation version in the 
autumn of 2016 though, it was clear 
that it was going to be a bit more 
than that. Here's a car that targets 
nothing less than the top of the 
segment in terms of the things that 
really matter to supermini buyers - 
styling, running costs and everyday 
practicality. How close it gets is what 
we're here to find out. 


DRIVING EXPERIENCE: Kia is well 
aware that driving dynamics weren't 
a strong selling point of the previous 
third generation Rio, hence the efforts 
put in to making this MK4 model more 
agile and interesting to drive. 

The stiffer bodyshell should 
help here and it also allowed the 
development team to introduce a 
more compliant suspension system. 
This Rio benefits from a revised spring 
and damper set-up than the old 
model, improving the car's compliance 
and comfort at all speeds, while 
supposedly facilitating more enjoyable, 
engaging handling characteristics. A 
repositioned power steering gearbox 
should provide greater feel through 
the helm too. 

The previous generation Rio 
model didn't advance existing engine 
technology too much, so it's good 
to see that Kia has made a bit more 
effort on this front this time round. 

Key to the line-up is the down-sized 
three cylinder 1.0-litre T-GDI petrol unit 
we first saw on the facelifted MK2 
model cee'd family hatch, offered 
here - as there - with either 99 or 
118bhp power outputs, in both cases 
accompanied by 172Nm of torque. 


The lightweight nature of thisT-GDI 
powerplant should benefit the Rio's 
front-end handling, with less mass 
and inertia for the car to work against 
under cornering. Less sophisticated 
are the 83bhp 1.25 and 98bhp 
1.4-litre MPI petrol units, a comment 
also applicable to the 1.4-litre diesel 
engine, which produces 89bhp. All 
engines apply power to the front 
wheels. There's a five-speed manual 
transmission for the base 1.25-litre 
petrol unit and the 99bhp 1.0-litre 
T-GDI powerplant. Otherwise, your 
Rio will come with a six-speed manual 


'box. There's a 4-speed auto option on 
the petrol 1.4. 

DESIGN: This fourth generation 
Rio certainly looks more distinctive, 
the front end characterised by the 
latest evolution of Kia's 'tiger-nose' 
grille, now thinner in height and wider 
across the front of the car, with a 
gloss black grille cover. The grille is 
integrated with the newly-designed bi¬ 
function headlights, more sculpted for 
a sharper look, and featuring a new 
U-shaped LED daytime running light 
signature. In profile, the lengthened, 
more balanced stance is achieved 


with a long bonnet and longer front 
overhang, a 10mm longer wheelbase 
(up to 2,580mm), a thinner, more 
upright C-pillar, and a shorter rear 
overhang. Overall, the new car is 
15mm longer than its predecessor, at 
4,065mm in length, and 5mm lower 
(now 1,450mm tall). 

Inside, the restyled cabin feels 
more up-market, helped by gloss black 
trim that lines the central section of a 
dashboard now more angled towards 
the driver. At the centre of the fascia 
is a high-resolution touchscreen. 

Below, the driver-oriented centre 


console features fewer buttons, with 
more ergonomic, concave switches 
and rotator dials below to control the 
heating and ventilation. 

MARKET: Rio pricing hasn't 
changed too much, so as before, 
this car sits in the £12,000 to 
£18,000 bracket. That might sound 
a lot but most variants will be sold 
in the £14,000 to £16,000 bracket, 
which makes this one of the more 
affordable Fiesta-sized superminis 
out there. As before, the sales focus 
for the UK will be on the five-door 
bodystyle.

AFTER their much-talked 
about their FA Cup adven¬ 
ture, Sutton United return to 
National League action this 
Saturday with a tricky trip to 
Devon to take on fellow smug¬ 
glers Torquay United. 

The U’s sit one place above 
the Gulls, in 17th, but have 
three games in hand so a 
victory at Plainmoor will go 
a long way in helping them 
pull away from the dreaded 
dropzone. 

With tough games com¬ 
ing thick and fast, Sutton 
boss Paul Doswell has made 
a statement of intent by se¬ 
curing the services of Well¬ 
ing United’s prolific striker 
Adam Coombes.
